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Middle  East  Crisis 


Topic  Of  IRC  Speaker    «£ 


On  February  19,  the  Internation- 
al Relations  Club  presented 
Nahun  A.  Sherf  who  spoke  on  the 
Middle  East  crisis.  Mr.  Sherf  is 
presently  teaching  at  North  Shore 
Community  College  in  Beverly, 
Mass.  He  was  in  Israel  after  the 
6-Day  War  and  was  recently  there 
this  past  Christmas  vacation. 

His  topic  was,  "Middle  East: 
War  or  Peace?"  He  began  by 
stating  that  the  Arabs  do  not 
want  peace,  citing  their  decisions 
in  1948,  1952  and  1957.  The  Arabs 
claim  one  million  prisoners  of 
war  while  Israel  states  there  are 
only  600,000.  Mr.  Sherf  said, 
"it's  not  the  number  involved  that 
is  important,  rather,  the  human 
element."  The  Arab  refugees,  he 
claims  were  living  in  sub-human 
conditions,  "dogs  here,  live 
better."  Men  were  drafted, 
trained,  armed  and  just  sitting 
there  in  the  desert,  without  their 
family  knowing  their  where- 
abouts. 

Nasser,  he  stated,  doesn't  want 
peace,  and  the  Soviet  Union  is 
consistently  pressuring  him 
against  any  peace  movements. 
The  reason  for  this,  said  Mr. 
Sherf,  is  that  the  Soviets  always 
had  an  ambition  to  intervene  in 
the  Middle  East.  This  is  a  stra- 
tegic point  for  them.  It  is  a 
bridge  betwen  Africa,  Asia  and 
Europe  and  if  Russia  could  con- 
trol the  Mediterranean  it  could 
also  control  Israel  and  the  oil  de- 
posits. 

After  the  6-Day  War,  Russia 
poured  military  equipment  into 
Egypt  totaling  2.5  billion  dollars. 
This   new   equipment   was    much 


more  sophisticated  than  what  the 
Arabs  used  in  the  past.  The 
reason  behind  this  action  was  to 
keep  the  Arabs  dependent  on  Rus- 
sian technicians  and  know-how  to 
work  the  equipment. 

Mr.  Sherf  pointed  out  an  in- 
cident with  a  Russian  pilot  who 
said,  "the  Arabs  resist  the  in- 
structions they  are  given,  they 
feel  they  know  more  than  us 
therefore,  we  should  now  worry 
about  them,  since  they  have  been 
trained  soldiers  for  a  generation 
or  so." 

The  average  Arab  citizen,  he 
said,  is  not  hostile,  its  their  lead- 
ers. He  proved  this  point  by  cit- 
ing the  example  of  the  appearance 
of  the  Israeli  Minister  of  Defense 
walking  in  crowds  of  Egyptians 
without  fear  of  assassination. 

Israel  has  offered  to  sit  down 
to  discuss  a  peace  settlement  with 
any  responsible  Arab  leader  at 
any  time  and  place.  This  offer, 
he  said,  has  not  been  taken  in 
over  20  years. 

Mr.  Sherf's  knowledge  of  this 
topic  was  very  beneficial  to  the 
students,  particularly  during  the 
question  and  answer  period.  His 
answers  were  directly  to  the  point 
and  backed  with  past  and  present 
experiences.  He  maintained  a 
poised  attitude  throughout  and 
added  humorous  touches  to  his 
comments. 

The  donation,  which  was  to  be 
given  to  Mr.  Sherf,  will  be  sent 
to  the  North  Shore  Community 
College  Library,  at  his  request. 

In  behalf  of  the  International 
Relations  Club,  it  was  our  honor 
and  pleasure  to  have  him  appear.

So  I've  Heard . . . 


If  It  Works,  Use  It 

The  Kampus  has  been  accused  of  many  things  since 
September.  Least  among  them  have  been  "yellow  journal- 
ism." "sensationalism."  "libel"  and  plain  old  "poor  journal- 
ism." This  is  nineteenth  issue  printed  this  year.  We  must  be 
be  doing  something  right. 

Granted,  our  tactics  may  not  always  follow  the  accepted 
procedures,  but  they  do  bring  beneficial  results.  Last  week's 
issue  is  a  good  example. 

If  a  paper  is  going  to  cover  an  election,'  it  should  give 
both  candidates  an  equal  opportunity  to  state  their  views  and 
opinions.  The  Kampus  Vue  did  not  do  this.  It  followed  the 
sneaky  method  of  letting  one  candidate  be  promoted  while 
the   other  was  knocked,    with   no   chance    to   defend    himself. 

This  may  not  have  been  "kosher"  but  it  did  bring  out 
more  student  votes.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  number  of  stu- 
dents who  voted  this  year  more  than  doubled  last  year's. 
Evidently,  if  enough  controversy  is  aroused,  the  students  will 
respond. 

However,  it  is  debatable  whether  or  not  this  is  the  right 
method  for  arousing  student  interest.  Is  it  necessary  to  brow- 
beat students  into  action  by  reacting?  If  it's  the  only  method 
that  works  around  here,    maybe   there  is  no  alternative. 


An  Open  Letter  to  FSC: 

Due  to  the  lack  of  activity  from 
the  student  body  and  the  rest  of 
this  campus  community,  I  put 
forth  this  question  to  be  answered 
by  the  students  of  FSC: 

Why  are  you  here? 

It  is  evident  to  me  that  the 
majority  of  FSC  students  seek 
only  the  qualifications  for  higher 
paying  jobs.  It  is  my  belief  that 
a  true  college  education  should 
include  more  than  qualifying  stu- 
dent for  "better  jobs".  Yet,  this 
is  all  that  Fitchburg  State  College 
offers  us  (presently). 

Until  recently,  I  never  thought 
it  possible  for  anyone  to  attend 
four  years  of  college  and  gradu- 
ate with  anything  but  a  truly  ma- 
ture mind,  a  strong  character,  a 
genuine  set  of  ideals  to  live  by. 
Fitchburg  State  College,  however, 
has  shown  me  that  it  is  very  pos- 
sible. 

I  have  been  taught  and  still  be- 
lieve that  these  are  the  primary 
gains  in  a  college  education,  yet, 
few  students  I  have  encountered 
here  on  this  campus  demonstrate 
their  development  of  mature 
minds,  strong  characters,  and 
least  of  all  a  genuine  set  of  ideals 
to  live  by. 

When,  if  ever,  will  the  students 
of  this  college  decide  what  is  im- 
portant in  life?  Not,  I  hope,  be- 
fore the  realization  that  profes- 
sional career-training  (essentially 
$$)  is  not  the  answer. 

Do  you  not  realize  that  during 
your  college  life  exist  the  prime 
opportunities  to  encounter  ex- 
periences necessary  to  truly  ma- 
ture yourselves?  If  yes,  how  then 
do  you  justify  your  complete 
apathetic  existence? 

It  sickens  me  to  think  that  your 
total  apathy  and/or  ignorance  to 
situations   and   events   of  greater 

importance  to  us  all  is  perpetuated 


daily  by   your  narrow  "realm  of 
experiences." 

It  is  also  my  considered  opinion 
that  the  faculty  of  this  college  aids 
in  this  perpetuation  by  divorsing 
themselves  from  the  student  body. 
If,  however,  the  faculty  is  not  di- 
vorsed  from  the  student  body  in 
this  way,  the  professors  are  do- 
ing a  remarkable  job  in  disguising 
their  efforts  to  improve  student- 
faculty  communication  outside  of 
the  classroom. 

Therefore,  to  the  faculty,  I  ask, 
"what  are  you,  as  individuals,  do- 
ing outside  the  classroom  to  im- 
prove both  the  minds  and  interest 
level  of  the  students  of  this  col- 
lege?" It  is  my  opinion  that  the 
answer,  in  most  cases,  is  nothing 
or  damn  little. 

Further,  it  is  my  belief  that  the 
State  College  at  Fitchburg  itself, 
by  graduating  students  on  acad- 
emics alone,  is  perpetuating  the

Americans,  who  are  content  to 
live  their  small  lives  oblivious  of 
the  multitudinous  problems  fac- 
ing mankind  today.

Friday  night  saw  the  FSC  bas- 
ketball team  up  at  Westfield  State 
College,  in  an  attempt  to  upset 
the  powerful  Westfield  five  who 
had  beaten  them  earlier  at  home, 
thrashing,  at  the  hands  of  West- 
field.
